An urgent call la being issued to 
Minnesota’s loyal farmers by th** Slate 
Committee of Food Production and 
Conservation to select a large supply 
of tho best possible seed **orn fro ii 
the standing stalks In the field during 
seed corn time, Sept. 10-20. 
A. I). Wilson, chairman <u the State 
Committee of Food Production anil 
Conservation, says that by selecting 
an ample supply of seed «urn in this 
way, the farmers in Minnesota tau 
render one of the greatest possible 
services to the nation and to the stale 
in the present war emergency. An am­ 
ple supply of seed corn is a first neces­ 
sity for a big crop next year, 
flood 
seed com properly selected and stored 
for the winter means an additional 
five bushels for every acre of corn 
planted next year, other conditions 
being equal. 
Minnesota plants from 
3,000,000 to 3,500,000 acres of corn an­ 
nually. 
The gain, therefore, would 
amount to from 15,000,000 to 17,600,OOO 
bushels of com —a really splendid con­ 
tribution to tho world s food supply. 
There Is a Reason. 
Mr. Wilson emphasi7.es these facts: 
By selecting seed corn (luring 
seed corn time, the farmer can get 
corn that will mature before front 
time in normal years. 
By selecting seed com In seed 
corn time, the farmer’s seed will 
have a chanco to dry out before 
freezing weather comes, and will, 
therefore, survive th** winter bet­ 
ter and show a greater germinat­ 
ing power. 
What and How to Select. 
According to tho experience of suc­ 
cessful corn growers In Minnesota, 
the following rules are «ugg< sted by 
the State Food Committee to be lob 
lowed during seed corn tim**: 
Select at least fifty «*ais for ev­ 
ery acre to be planted next year. 
This will allow for re selection and 
the choosing of absolutely the best 
seed corn next spring. 
Select from a variety that has 
been grown In the locality for sev­ 
eral years, ears that have matured 
early on strong, vigorous stalks of 
medium height. 
Seb*< t medium sired ( ars nearly 
as large at the tip as at the butt, 
with not more than sixteen or 
eighteen straight rows of uniform 
kernels. 
Select ears with kernels that 
flu all the space on the t ub and 
that are about half again as broad 
ut the tip as at the «ap, with 
plump tips and big germs. 
Avoid 
ch.thy, light and flinty kernels. 
Fasten the ends of an ordinary 
sack together with a strap. 
With 
the strap over the right shoulder 
aud the lack under the left arm. 
go out Into the field a short dis 
tam e and work back toward your 
wagon, filling the sack as you re 
turn 
lf a large amount of st***d is 
to be gathered, place several bas­ 
kets on a narrow sled drawn by a 
muzzled horse and work between 
the rows. 
Hang up to dry every night all 
seed Belee ted during the tiny. 
It 
will be injured if left In sacks or 
piles. 
Where and How to Store. 
Experience has also shown that th" 
germinating power of seed corn is pie 
served by proper storage, and the r**l 
lowing Hiles are given by the Slat** 
Food Committee for tm 
storing of 
corn this year: 
Store seed corn in sinh a way 
as to g I v * * a good circulation of air 
about each ear 
Do not let the 
ears freeze before they are thor 
oughly dry, 
Only cern selected 
early may be expected to dry be­ 
fore freezing. 
Store the corn In the house at­ 
tic, or In an unused second story 
mom if the ventilation is good. 
Cellars in which there is a heating 
plant will do lf no attic or second 
story room is available 
In hang­ 
ing corn to dry, use the corn tree, 
or the double or single string 
method. Cheap corn hangers may 
be made also from electric welded 
wire fencing, or by nailing a 
chicken wire netting on laths over 
both sides of two-by-fours. 
In using the electric welded wire 
fencing, cut in strips, leaving a 
vertical 
wire 
with 
protruding 
branchea. Bend the tip of the ver­ 
tical wire Into a hook to hang to 
the nail and stick the ears of corn 
on the branchea. 
If chicken wire netting is used, 
place the cars of corn through the 
meshes: lf laths on two-by-fours 
are used, lay the ears across the 
lath supports. 
Members of a farmers’ d ab or 
neighbors may co-operate advan­ 
tageously 
in 
buying 
wire 
for 
hangers or drying frames.
